I have  the  honour  to  submit  t':e  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended  3ist 
December,  1970* 

The  estimate  given  by  the  Registi'ar  General  for  the  mid-year  population 
was  4,120  an  increase  of  20  over  that  given  for  1969. 

There  v/^ere  59  live  births  in  the  Rural  District  during  1970  compared  xrith 
64  in  1969  and  66  in  1968*  There  xrare  no  stillbirths.  One  infant  died  in  the 
first  year  of  life.  There  x/as  no  maternal  death. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  x^as  5R  (SO  in  1969*  52  in  1968)  Twenty  four  of 
the  deaths  v/ere  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  disease  (including  coronary  tlTrovebosis) 
and  strokes.  Cancer  caused  15  deaths.  There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis  and 
no  new  case  of  the  disease  notified. 

The  Report  is  generally  a very  satisfactory  one,
